Time has proved sueh a hope to be ill-founded, The 
Berlin Komendaturd) .; in particular, has provided an excellent 
exatple of the obstructionist tactics of the Anglo-Saxons, who, 2 
their desire to injure Soviet interests, have become completely 
oblivious to the interests of the Berlin working population, 

i Thereia lies the cause for Berlin's ineffective city governnent. 
The frequent use of the veto power by the American and British 
commandants has prevented the enactment of many impe~*ant Measures, 
including several which were designed to impreve the working condi-~ 
tions ‘and salaries of the city police force. This situation has 
been altered lately, and for the better, as far as the police were 
concerned. Similar measures will have to be taken in regard 
other branches of the city administration. It is believed by iany 
‘in Karlshorst that the lot cof the average Berlin working man covic 
best be improved if the Magistrat were made responsible to ons 
occupying power only, thus eliminating the cumbersome Komendatura 
machinery. This change in the governing cr the city sould be 
achieved even though the western Allies were to stay in Berlin 
indefinitely." . | 

3. Makarov said that his remarks were off the record and that he gpoke 
not in his official capacity but merely as “an Old-time polices 
officer among colleagues". 
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
